Objects To Civil Service 
A few years ago th e guides' asso­ 
ciation h ad some trouble w ith the 
park 
service,” 
G arvin 
explained. 
“T hey w anted to put the guides u n ­ 
der civil service T hat would have 
lieen d etrim ental both to th e public 
and ourselves ’* 
G arvin said a bill was prepared 
a t Uie request of Hie In terio r de­ 
p artm en t placing the local guides 
under civil service, and C hester A 
G rots, York*, then congressm an from 
this 
district, 
sought 
inform ation 
here from th e guides and learned 
they were opposed to <*lvi! service 
Toe bill was "throw n out,” G arvin 
said. 
G arvin said Uiat the park office 
here “ignored a request from the 
guide.” th a t the m inim um num ber 
be fixed at 55 and new guides desig­ 
nated. as old ones die or retire, and 
th a t Dr. J. W alter C olem an, park 
superintendent, had "failed to coop­ 
erate w ith th e guides, and h ad m is­ 
represented them to hts superiors in 
the In terio r departm ent." 
Says Guides Were Threatened 
He declared th a t Dr. C olem an had 
• th reaten ed ” th e guides wTten they 
opposed th e proposed civil aer vier 
plan and told them he could "get 
rid of them ." 
M r G arvin also declared th a t tile 
park service had ‘’instituted m eans 
and 
m ethods of taking 
business 
away from the guides an d o thers 
through the publication at govern­ 
m ent (taxpayers) expense” of book­ 
lets w hich h e m id were told below 
cost. rn com petition w ith several 
battlefield g-uide books a n d other 
booklets published locally and sold 
by local m erchants. 
Exhibit* New Booklet 
He exhibited a 50-page booklet, 
w hich 
he 
said 
th e park 
service 
planned to sell this sum m er, a t a 
cost of 20 cents each, containing a 
m ap and route for a battlefield tour, 
together w ith .starting point and 
num bered ".stops” and explanatory 
m atter 
for 
each 
stop describing 
briefly the action which took place 
during th e battle at each of these 
stop*. 
T ins “self-guide” to th e battlefield 
•would tend to take jobs aw ay from 
the battlefield guides and would toe 
in com petition w ith other booklets 
sold locally, G arvin said 
" It puts 
the governm ent in com petition w ith 
local 
busm ess,” he added. 
O ther 
pam phlets, printed by th e govern­ 
m ent, are "given aw ay” he said 
$12 A Day Salary 
”T ne pork service em ployes m en 
during th e sum m er a t $12 a day to 
distribute these booklets a t below 
cost,” G arvin added. 
He declared 
th a t 
if battlefield 
guide* were under civil service, they 
would work etght hours an d go 
hom e, w hereas, under the present 
system , • battlefield guides ire on the 
jvjb as m any hours as th e re are 
tourists who w ant to go over the 
battlefield.” 
In connection w ith Hie use of the 
new 
"self-guide” 
booklet. 
G arvin 
said a local battlefield guide folder 
contained a “ better m ap,” and d e ­ 
clared th a t signs had been prepared 
by the p ark service to be set up as 
‘‘stops” on th e battlefield.

A defendant who prom ised to “go

pay off th e costs of h is-cases in 
Adams county court drew a sus­ 
pended .sentence from Judge W C 
Sheely M onday afternoon 
C. Eugene Moul. Faint Berlin, who 
tiad pleaded guilty to < harges of 
cheating by false pretense and pri- 
j son breach, told the court of his 
I plans to pay off some $600 he had 
obtained from Paul Ijerew on fulse 
pretense 
He said th a t if Hie court gave 
him u suspended sentence, since he 
was scheduled to serve u sentence 
in the York county prison, h e would 
“get a Job in the York county jail 
and m aybe m ake $5 or $6 a week 
and I could apply th a t on th e costs 
of my cases here ” He said th a t in 
York county prison th e prisoners 
have th e opportunity of working in 
th e laundry or o th er p arts of the 
Jail to m ake som e spending money 
Eamilv Is Helping 
His m other, brother and wife, he 
added, are planning to pay $70 a 
m oilth to Mr Lerew until th e entire 
$600 has been paid off 
He added 
th at since Decem ber 30. 1949 he has 
been out of jail only one m onth 
The rem ainder of 
th e tim e has 
been spent either in York or Ad­ 
ams county Jails. 
The court, after w arning Moul 
th a t any plans he m ay have dts- 
i cussed w ith th e district attorney, 
or his own attorney, would not be
